How  to  Make  a Good  Pastor. 

It  may  be  well  to  state  just  what  is 
meant  by  a good  pastor  fomo  doubt 
there  are  differences  of  opinion  about  that 
as  o<  most  things.  It  is  assumed  hete 
however  that  he  is  a sympathizing  lriend, 
ready  to  enter  into  your  troubles,  see  them 
as  you  see  them,  and  feel  a personal  inter- 
terest  in  your  welfare.  He  should  also  he 
a spiritual  adviser,  one  who  can  help  you 
• to  remove  your  doubts  as  to  the  nearness 
of  God  and  clear  up  the  difficulties  that  be* 

/set  you  in  your  Christian  life.  Especially 
^ - should  he  be  a good  preacher,  that-  is,  one 
who  brings  a message  from  God  and  pro 
sentsit  intelligently  s®  that  it  feeds  the 
flock  of  God  and  builds  them  up  in  Chris- 
tian character,  and  can  make  plain  the 
way  of  salvation  through  Jesus  the  Christ. 
i’He  should  see  that  nothing  else  in  this 
world  is  so  important  as  preaching  the 
Word.  Now,  if  your  pastor  does  not  come 
up  to  your  ideal  how  can  you  help  him  up 
towards  it?  Why,  in-  the  first  place,  by 
honoring  him  as  God’s  under-shepherd. 

Hjs  position  entitles  him  to  your  kindly 
consideration.  You  may  be  much  more 
intelligent  than  he  is,  much  wiser  than  he 
in  the  affairs  of  this  world,  but  il  Gpd  has 
called#him  to  preach  the  gospel  and  ap- 
pointed him  to  the  pastorate,  it  is  through 
him  that  prosperity  will  come  to  your 
church,  if  it  comes  at  all.  If  he  has  some 
conspicuous  fault,  go  to  him  in  brotherly 
love  and  in  the  kindest  way  possible,  tell 
him  of . it,  ev  en  before  you  tell  anybody 
else.  If  be  does  not  receive  it  kindly, 
know  you  have  a hopeless  case!  Don’t 
magnify  his  faults  to  other  people.  Ot 
course  he  has  faults  just  as  sure  as  you 
have!  A good  preacher  has  had  his  useful* 
ness  crippled  sometimes  by  a good  brother 
who  was  indiscreet  in -his  criticisms,  and 
^ the  church  has  languished  in  spiritual 
fcflearth  in  consequence.  If  he  needs  it  take 
■Aim  like  Aquila,  and  Priscilla  and  teach 
him  the  better  w-ay  of  the  truth  more  per- 
fectly, but  don’t  talk  him  down  among  the 
people.  That  brother  had  the  right  idea 
who  said  to  me  once : “I  like  the  new  pas- 
tor, but  if  I didn’t  nobody  would  ever 
know  it.” 

Another  thing,  make  it  easy  tor.  him  to 
be  your  friend,  he  wants  to  be.  \®f  he  did 
not  call  to  see  you  quite  as  soon  as  you 
thought  he  should,  don’t  say,  I’m  sur- 
prise!, I didn’t  thipk  you  cared  enough  for 
me  to  come  to  see  me.”  You  may  give 
him  a chill  and  make  his  visit  a failure 
.when  he  did  come.  A hetter  way  is  to 
make  him  feel  that  you  appreciate  his 
visit  and  would  like  bis  coming  oftener. 

When  he  tells  you  liis  plans  for  the  work 
l of  the  church,  remefntxjr  that  it  is  his  busi- 
ness, that  God  has  laid  it  on  his  heart  and 

this  is  the  thing  to  Which  he  has  given  his  kind-a-cold,  but  .now — if 
best  thought  with  prayer  to  God  tor  the  work 
guidance  of  the  Hcfly  Spirit  and  it  yon  can 
without  violence  td  j-our  conscience,  give 
hive  him  your  cooperation  and  do  it 
heartily  for  in  that  jwfcy  he  can  do  his  best 
service.  If  there  are  defects  in  his  plans 
make  kindly  suggestions  apd  it  will  all 
come  right.  Help  hiift  to  build  up  the  con- 
gregation, sav  everything  you  can  in T ta-
